• use cleaning CDs or CDs which are badly warped or cracked. 

• disconnect the AC power supply cord from the household AC outlet 
during disc changing operation. 



This unit can play WMA (SC-AK610 and SC-AK510 only), MP3 
and CD-DA (digital audio) format audio CD-R and CD-RW that 
have been finalized (a process that enables CD-R/CD-RW players 
to play audio CD-R and CD-RW) upon completion of recording.
